In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included 
comments  on  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circular  l/61 
(Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,

Area .The  district  has  an  area  of  125,944  acres  and  is  a large  rural  area 
situated  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County  of  Breconshire .The 
district  is  agricultural  in  nature  and  farming  is  the  predominant 
occupation  of  the  re sidents .There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  district.

Laboratory  Facilities .During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Newport, Carmarthen, Swansea, 
Aberystwyth  and  Hereford. All.  water  and  milk  samples  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  County  at  Carmarthen, whilst  any 
investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  was  performed 
by  the  same  laboratory. 

Nursing  and  other  facilities .The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  the  ambulance  and  home  nursing 
services, The  County  also  administers  the  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailment 3, dental, eye  and 
orthopaedic  defect s. Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals. The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district, for  all 
diseases  apart  from  Infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Builth  Hospital, The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
disease  remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years .Merthyr  Borough  Council 
treat  the  patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  infectious  disease 
and  these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr 
Borough  Council. These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the 
Penrhys  Hospital, Rhondda. 


Disinfection. In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  disinfection 

required  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. Two  premises 
were  disinfested  during  the  year. 
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Section  5 .Sanitary  Circumstances . 

Water  Supplies .Water  supplies  to  the  district  are  derived  mainly  from 

springs. In  one  case  the  source  is  a shallow  well  whilst 
the  Oaklands  district  receives  water  from,  the  neighbouring  Builth 
Urban  supply. 

For  various  reasons  water  was  restricted  during  the  year 
in  Oaklands, Gwenddwr,Cilmery  and  Cef ngorwydd.Work  was  continued  on 
Stages  1 and  2 of  the  major  scheme  and  work  on  stage  3, which  provides 
for  a large  portion  of  Builth  R.D,  was  commenced. 

Some  concern  was  felt. .during  the  year  at  the  continued 
unsatisfactory  bacteriological  state  of  the  water  at  Erwood. During  wet 
periods, and  the  summer  of  1960  could  certainly  be  classed  as  such, 
this  supply  is  contaminated  by  surface  pollution. Instructions  were 
issued  to  boil  this  water  before  use  pending  the  removal  of  the 
chlorination  from  Cilmery, where  major  scheme  water  will  soon  be  available 
and  it's  installing  in  Erwood .Oaklands  was  connected  to  the  Water  Board*s 
main  in  December  of  the  year.

Public  Supplies, The  number  of  samples  from  public  supplies  sent  for 

bacteriological  examination  was  70, Of  these  48  were 
reported  as  satisfactory  and  22  as  unsatisfactory* In  addition  11  samples 
were  taken  from  private  sources  and  private  proposed  supplies *0ne  was 
reported  as  satisfactory  and  10  as  unsatisfactory* 

There  was  a steady  demand  for  the  sampling  of  proposed 
farm  supplies  comprising  improvement  schemes  under  the  Hill  Farming  Act, 
1946, and  a considerable  amount  of  advice  was  given  on  the  selection  and 
protection  of  various  proposed  schemes*

contract  and  all  refuse  collected  there  is  disposed  of  at  the  tip  near 
the  village.

Appropriate  for  reconditioning, improvement  or  extension, 
this  is  generally  when  a considerable  amount  of  work  is 
required  but  where  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  force  owner 
to  do  the  work  because  value  of  house  does  not  warrant  it. 
Unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  cost.

280  samples  were  also  taken  and  examined  for  tuberculosis  and  abortus, 
as  part  of  a survey  of  milk  deposited  in  the  C.W . S. Creamery.This  survey 
will  be  reported  upon  in  full, probably  in  June  1961. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act, 1944, the 
Council  is  left  with  the  registration  and  supervision  of  distributors. 

Meat .There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and  all  meat  is  supplied 
to  the  district  direct  from  the  slaughterhouses  in  Colwyn  Rural 
District. 

The  Council  considered  the  slaughtering  facilities  available, 
necessary  or  likely  to  be  necessary  in  the  future, as  required  under 
the  Slaughterhouse  Act. 

It  was  considered  that  the  present  facilities  in  the  neighbouring 
urban  district, together  with  the  slaughterhouse  in  Colwyn  R.D.C., 
especially  when  this  is  rebuilt, would  be  adequate  for  all  foreseable 
requirements .

The  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis  was  removed  to  Hereford  Isolation 
Hospital  where  complete  recovery  occurred. All  other  cases  were  nursed 
at  home. No  deaths  were  caused  by  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Health  Act, all  fees  for  the  notification  of  infectious  disease 
are  now  refunded  by  the  County  Council, provided  that  copies  of 
notifications  are  received  by  the  County  Council. 

Venereal  Disease. The  County  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  General 

and  Eye  Hospital, Swansea  for  the  treatment  of  these 
cases. The  tracing  of  contacts  and  the  following  up  of  defaulters  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council.

Diphtheria  Immunisation.As  a result  of  the  new  Health  Act, the  County 

Council  were  responsible  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the  district  will  be  found 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  are  available  at 
the  ordinary  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also  at  the  schools 
during  the  school  medical  inspections. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of 
diphtheria  continues  to  fall. The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign 
however, remains  the  sane:to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than 
75/£  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday.lt  must  be  remembered  that 
diphtheria  still  kills  and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  is 
conditional  upon  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation. 

If  parents  leave  their  children  unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of 
diphtheria  outbreaks.
